GLANCE the maps comparing 
the 1930 registered dairy cat- 

tle population the various 
breeds with the 1920 census shows 
registered Guernseys, 
creased every state during the 
decade. 

All through the trends revealed 
the 1930 census pure bred 
dairy cattle, just released the 
United States Department Agri- 
culture, isthe unmistakable evidence 
that Guernseys can 
themselves the title All-Amer- 
ican, that higher testing breeds 
are finding most favor, and that 
sales per female favor the Guernsey 
breeder wide margin. 

give quick sectional picture 
breed preferences, Table has been 
compiled. every case the per- 
centage gain favors the Guernsey, 
and large margin. nu- 
merical increase, the Guernsey 
either first second. Note that 
the eastern seaboard states from 
Maine Florida give the greatest 
numerical increase the Guernsey 
cow. the east north central and 
west north central states, including 
that block states from Ohio 
Kansas and North Dakota Michi- 
gan, Holsteins show the greatest 
numerical increase, with Guernseys 
second. The east south central and 
west south central states, from 
Oklahoma and Texas Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Alabama, show Jer- 
seys with the greatest numerical 
increase. show loss 
this section during the decade, 
while Guernseys showed the greatest 
percentage gain any section. 

the far West, the Mountain 
states give Holsteins the greatest 
numerical increase, while the Pacific 
states reverse this situation and 
give the Jerseys the greatest nu- 
merical increase. 

fifteen states Guernseys moved 
from third place second, accord- 
ing the census. The ten states 
which the Guernsey passed the 
Jersey include: Maryland, Virginia, 
Montana, New Hampshire, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New York, 


Pennsylvania, North Dakota and 
South Dakota. States which the 
Guernsey passed the Holstein in- 
clude: North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama and Florida. 
States which Guernseys had pre- 
viously passed the Jersey total 
numbers include: Wisconsin, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Minnesota 
and Delaware. 

1920, the ratio the dairy 
breeds was one Guernsey three 
Jerseys seven Holsteins; but 
1930 this ratio had changed two 
Guernseys three and one-half 
Jerseys six and one-half Holsteins. 
There are four Guernseys for every 


Ayrshire and eight Guernseys for 
every Brown Swiss. 

Previous 1920, census was 
made the number registered 


dairy cattle farms. inter- 
esting note, however, that the 
year 1900, Jerseys led all breeds 
wide margin when 11,548 head 
were registered, Holsteins recorded 
4,746 and the Guernsey, mere 
1,500. 1910 the Holstein had 
taken the lead registrations with 
26,176, while the Jersey registered 
20,842 and the Guernsey 6,614. 
1921 the Holstein had its greatest 
year, registering 127,856. The 
same year the Jersey registrations 
numbered 42,336 and the Guernsey 
22,007. During the last twelve 
calendar months Holsteins regis- 
tered 66,840, Jerseys 42,333 and 
Guernseys 33,183. regis- 
tered dairy cattle during this period 
shown transfers were Holsteins 
37,784, Guernseys 19,490 and Jer- 
seys 19,271.

While the opportunity selling 
registered offspring from female 
the various breeds probably not 
exactly proportional the ratio 
one offspring for one Guernsey 
four Jerseys eight Holsteins, yet 
the figures show much greater 
demand per registered Guernsey 
female. Recent sales figures further 
substantiate this claim and the 
breeder registered Guernseys to- 
day finding much greater de- 
mand per female for registered stock 
than are his neighbors with other 
breeds. 

Although there are less than one- 
fourth many Guernsey breeders 
there are Jersey breeders, yet the 
Guernsey men have sold more reg- 
istered dairy cattle during the past 
twelve months. With one Guern- 
sey breeder eight Holstein breed- 
ers, sales for the Guernsey men were 
fifty-two per cent the total Hol- 
stein transfers. This measure 
more activity the Guernsey breed 
reflected registrations. 


Despite 100 per cent 


the use birth reports the 
Guernsey breed, registrations dur- 
ing the past twelve months were 


seventy-five per cent the 1929 
peak year. This compares with 
sixty-two per the Jersey 
and fifty-four per cent for the Hol- 
stein. 

these figures found sound 
basis for the statement that the 
most fortunate dairyman during 
the next ten years will the breeder 
registered Guernsey cattle. 

The substantial gains every 
state indicate further that Guern- 
seys are not sectional breed, they 
are the All-American breed, for the 
above facts hold true all over Amer- 
ica.

Senior and grand championship for 
bulls went Weber son Valor’s Roamer 
141093, his senior herd sire, that was first prize aged 
bull. The champion was two year old. Junior 
championship for females also went this herd 
daughter and several other winnings were 
marked the credit the progeny this bull. 
stamping his type all them, especially excel- 
lence rump, will seen from the fact that his get 
won first and third the class for get sire. 

Senior and grand champion female was the aged cow, 
Troutmere May King’s Trixie 199454, and she also 
won the class for Advanced Register cow. The junior 
champion bull was one the best bull calves seen the 
Pacific Coast this year, Troutmere May Rose Cherub 
202603, and, his name indicates, son May 
Rose Cherub 70934.
